MACDOUGALD FIRM

Mayor Ragsdale Is Ex- 
pected To Call Special 
Session of: Council To 
Consider Contracts. 


Virtual abandonment of plans for 
construction of the Pryor street and 
Central avenue viaducts on the de- 
ferred payment basis with every as- 
surance of start on the structures 
within the next few days by accept- 
ance of some contract on a cash pay- 
ment basis was seen Monday in view 
of developments during the.day. 

1. Members of the county commis- 
sioners declared they would be will- 
ing to iterease the $250,000 tender 
made to the city to $389,000 if the 
$111,000 difference between the low 
eash bid and the low deferred pay- 
ment bid could be saved taxpayers of 
the city and county, and at the same 
time issued a statement hinting that 
if the deferred payment plan should 
lie adopted the county might. with- 
draw all financial support. 

New Cash Bid Offered. 

2. Alexander MacDougald, presi- 
dent of the MacDougald Construction 
company, low deferred payment: bid- 
der, offered a new cash bid to Mayor 
I. N. Ragsdale placing the cash con- 
tract price at $703,000. The Shelver- 
ton Construction company, which 
claims to have made the low legal 
cash bid, set the contract price at 
$705,373. 

S. Probability of a special called 
meeting of city council this week to 
act on the proposals loomed when 
Mayor Ragsdale declared he would 
take every step in his power to ex- 
pedite actual start on the projects, 
though he has not yet received the 
MacDougald special offer because of 
his attendance at the unveiling exer- 
cises Monday afternoon at Stone 
Mountain. 

All five members of Fulton county 
commission declared they were inter- 
ested solely in construction of the via- 
ducts on the most economical basis, 
and declared that the difference be- 
tween the deferred payment plan and 
the cash basis bid would aggregate 
about $117,000, including engineers’ 
fees. 

Walter B. Stewart, chairman of the 


commission, stated he took immediate 
steps to save the city and county the 
differénce between the bids just as 
soon as possible and that he and other 
members of the commission arranged 
for the advance at the banks before 
making any amendment of the financ- 
ing plan.

SINCLAIR JURY 


Judge Sets Precedent by 
Questioning Talesmen 
Himself; Wife Accom- 
panies Accused Oil Man. 


Washington, April 9.—(4)—Estab- 
lishing a record in ‘selecting an oil 
case jury, Justice Jennings Bailey 
had under lock tonight. the 12 men 
who will decide the guilt or innocence 
of Harry F. Sinclair, charged with 
defrauding the government in the lease 
of the Teapot Dome naval oil reserve, 

In a few minutes more than three 
hours today the justice, who ques- 
tioned the jurors himself, had filled 
the box with men ranging in age 
from 22 to 58 years. As soon as the 
jury was completed he turned it over 
to deputy United States marshals with 
instructions to keep the members to- 
gether until they reach a decision. 

It took three panels to make up the 
jury, many of the 66 venirenen ex- 
amined being excused because they 
said they had formed opinions as to 
the guilt or innocence of the defend- 
ant that could not be shaken by the 
evidence. Of these one was a woman, 
Mrs. Edna Ehlers, a bookkeeper. Three 
other women ‘on the panel.were re- 
moved by peremptory challenge, two 
by the government and one by the de 
fense. Two negroes on the panel 
also were excused, one by the court 
and one by government challenge. 

Both Sides Satisfied. 

Counsel for both ‘the defense and 
the prosecution announced themselves 
well satisfied with the make up of the 


jury and as Sinclair left the  ourt- 
room with Mrs. Sinclair he reiterated 
that he was confident of acquiftal. 

The opposing arguments of the pros- 
ecution and defense will be made to- 
morrow.

COLORFUL THRONE 
PRESENT AT RITES 
DESPITE WEATHER 


Distinguished Visitors 
Eulogize Hero of Con- 
federacy as Colossal Fig- 
ure Is Disclosed. 


BECK AND WALKER 
PAYGENERALHONOR 


Blue and Gray United at 
Base of Shrine of Con- 
federacy; Banquets End 
Day’s Ceremonies. 


Before the official repgesentatives 
of thirty-five states of the union Ynd 
a crowd of several thousand people the 
stars and bars of the Confederacy 
arid the stars and stripes of the United 
States fell away from the scarf of 
Stone Mountain Monday afternoon and 
disclosed to view the completed head 
of General Robert E. Lee, beloved 
Confederate leader, and signified the 
completion of the first unit of the 
Stone Mountain memorial to the heroes 
who fought for the lost cause. 

With Mayor James Walker, of New 
York, and Judge Marcus Beck, of the 
Georgia supreme court, delivering the 
two principal addresses the unveiling 
of the head of Lee was witnessed by 
soldiers who wore the gray and sol- 
diers who wore the blue as well as by 
sons and grandsons who fought in the 
world war 10 years ago. Preceded by 
a big parade of visiting military and 
local military units and with a dis- 
tinguished group. of visitors hailing ~ 
from the four points of the compass 
present the unveiling exercises came 
to a close with two banquets given 
in Atlanta clubs in honor of the visi- 
tors Monday night. 

Head Is Unveiled. 

After the speakers, one representing 
the north and the other‘ the south, 
had paid eloquent tribute to the valor 
of the soldiers of the south and the 
north and had eulogized General Lee, 
Jackson and Jefferson Davis, the three 
central figures of the proposed group 
Robert Edward Lee IV, great-grand- 
son of the Confederate leader, released 


a group of pigeons as the signal for 
the dropping of the draperies and the 


head of Lee, with the outline of his 
horse, Traveler’ below, was revealed 
to the thousands gathered for the cere- 
monies. 

The speaking exercises lasted - for 


more than two hours and the crowd 
sat at close attention despite chilling 
weather and heard Judge Beck review 
the career of the immortal Lee and 
heard Mayor Walker, coming from 
the heart of the north, pay tribute 
to the memory of the Confederate 
leader. 

“You people assembled here today 
stand, face to face with history,” Judge 
Beck declared. “On yonder mountain 
you will see the face of General Rob- 
ert Lee and of all the illustrious names

Although Mayor Ragsdale declined 
to make any definite statement con- 
cerning a special called session of city 
council, he declared he would do any- 
thing possible to expedite hetual start 
of work on the projects, realizing that 
the area which is affected by erection 
of the bridges is suffering from any 
delay.

Hailing the new offer of Fulton 
county commissioners as a solution to 
the financial dilemma under which the 
city has labored in connection with the 
viaduct construction, Councilmen 
Wiley Moore and Harry York, two 
other members of the bridge commit- 
tee of city council, declared Man- 
day night that the new plan virtually 
assures adoption of a cash basis con- 
tract and means that the city can 
carry on renovation of buildings, 
elimination of the off-set where Ivy 
street and Central avenue intersect 
Decatur street and provide other ad- 
justments. They also predicted an 
early start on the project. 

Bid Awarded MacDougald. 

City eouncil at a session held Fri- 
day afternoon recommended the award 
of the bid to the MacDougald company 
after a meeting of the bridge commit- 


tee and the viaduct contract commit-} 


tee of the Atlanta bond commission 
Thursday afternoon had recommended 
the MacDougald bid on the assump- 
tion that the county would be unable 
to furnish more than $166,000 this 
year. 

Just before the council meéting Fri- 
day afternoon a new financing scheme 
which provided $250,000 immediately 
if the contract were awarded on a 
cash bid basis was offered by the 
county. Council, under a ruling of 
Mayor Pro Tem Claude Ashley, had 
only one paper before.it and could 
consider only one bid, that of the Mac 
Dougald company as recommended by 
the bridge commitiee and the bond 
commission. 

After this ruling, council voted to 
award the contract to the MacDougald 
company, 16 te 38. Councilmen John 
A White, of the fourth ward, and 
Jack C. Savage, of the ‘ninth ward, 
immediately served notice of recon- 
sideration. This automatically holds 
up further action until the next regu- 
lar meeting of city council next Mon- 
day unless the authors of the motion 
to reconsider agree to waive the right 
to such a move. 

If the special meetin gof council is 
called Councilmen White and Savage 
must withdraw their reconsideration 
notice. Mr. White could not be 
reached Monday night for a _ state- 
ment, but it was‘ s.id that he prob- 
ably, weuld agree to such a procedure 
if it would expedite award of a con- 
tract on a cash basis. 

Recommendation Likely. 

Other members of the bridge com- 

mittee could not be reached for a state- 


.ment, but it was said they will favor 


any action looking towards saving the 
difference between the cash and de- 
ferred payment plan, and would be 
willing to reconsider the recommenda- 
tion in the light of the announcement 
by county officials that $389,000 can 
be provided immediately. 

“We made our recammendation for 
the MacDougald company reluctantly 
and with a desire to save every penny 
we could, but also with the realiza- 
tion that we could not properly finance 
the struetures without anticipating 
the eounty contributions on the de- 
ferred payment plan,” Mr. Moore said. 

‘The county’s amended proposition 
assures us of enough money to make 
an award on a cash basis, and as a 
member of the bridge committee I wish 
to thank them for the consideration 
they have given the problem with 
which we were faced. City Attorney 
James L. Mayson and County Attor- 
ney Charles Shelton ruled that county 
funds could be allocated only towards 
actual construction of the roadways 
and bridges. In view of these rulings 
we could not anticipate any assistance 
from the county except for this work. 
If city funds, reserved for damages. 
renovation of buildings, and elimina-

The making of such a report is the recog- 
nition of the responsibility which the owners have placed on the management for the 
successful handling of their property. 


Railway management, however, has a double responsibility. 
The nature of railway service makes the conduct of a railroad 


a public trust, and the public is entitled to know how that trust is discharged. This 
is paftigularly true of money taken in and paid out, and in recognition of this respon- 
sibility the Central of Georgia publishes each year an analysis showing what became 
of the money paid to it for transportation service. 


In 1927, out of every $100 received by this railroad, $33.52 was spent for the 
operation of trains, stations and other transportation services. 


The upkeep of cars and locomotives took $13.85, and the upkeep of other prop- 
_erty $12.15, a total for upkeep of $26.00. 


The publication of tariffs and the solicitation of traffic took $3.12. Dining car 
Law expenses amounted to 42 cents, while 
pension payments to retired employes took 25 cents. Clerks and other general office 
employes were paid $2.19, while the salaries of general officers amounted to 52

Washington, April 9.—()—Presi- 
dent Coolidge and his successors in 
the white house may continue to raise 
and lower customs duties as long as 
congress delegates that power to them, 
the supreme court held today in sus- 
taining the flexible provisions of the 
present tariff Jaw under which the 
president is authorized to raise or 
lower duties to meet the difference 
in the cost of production here ‘and 
abroad. 

J. Hampton, Jr. & Co.. of New 
York, had contended that the flexible 
provisions were an unconstitutional 
delegation of the tariff makimg pow- 
er of congress. 

The supreme court. without. dis- 
sent. held in an opinion delivered 
by Chief Justice Taft that congress 
could delegate its taxing as well as 
rate-making powers to a commission 
or other agency. It pointed out that 
there coulkl be no serious question of 
the constitutionality of railroad rates 
made by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and insisted that congress 
had the same right to call to its aid 
the president in the enforcement of 
the protective tariff by equalizing the 
difference, constantly fluctuating, in 
the cost of production at home and 
abroad. ’

NEW USE FOR FILMS. 


There is a movement in Philadel- 
phia, entered into by five medical 
colleges, to found a great library of 
films for the teaching of medicine 
and surgery. 

The proposal, as outlined by -Dr. 
William Edgar Robertson at a meet- 
| ing of representatives of these in- 
, Stitutions, has manifest advantages. 
In classroom or clinic, the view o 
the student is necessarily restricted. 
By the use of films, even though 
this practice is in its infancy, every 
detail in the operating room may 
be followed closely, while the pro- 
jection may be stopped or. repeated 
to emphasize certain features. “The 
films will be available to the schools 
on a cooperative basis if the plan 
is carried out. Moreover, it would 
have important historical value in 
preserving visual. records of the 
work of some of the greatest sur- 
geons of the day. 

The establishment of such a 
library would be-im keeping with 
Philadelphia’s high standing in the 
medical world.

(X-Ray Examination of the Chest.)

ishes a notion that it is possible by |: 


means of X-rays to look into the chest 
and see just what. is wrong there. 
With the patient harboring such 
a childish fancy, it is not surprising 
that some X-ray technicians are in- 
clined to interpret X-ray evidence in 
an arbifrary fashion and to assume 
that it warrants a positive diagnosis 
of tuberculosis in the lung, for in- 
stance, without regard to the Clinical 
evidence. 

Discussing the problem of diagnosis 
of chest cenditions in children, Dr. 
Joseph Brennemapn mentions three 
successive cases in which a competent 
and conservative X-ray technician or 
specialist made a positive diagnosis of 
tuberculosis from the _ films, even 
though the Pirqyet (skin tuberculin) 
test was negative in all cases, and in 
all three cases the autopsy revealed 
not a trace of tuberculosis. 

On the other hand, X-ray exami- 
nation may reveal some very convinc- 
ing evidence of tuberculosis in a lung 
that by all physical tests and all clin- 
ical study is not even under suspicion. 

Physicians with extensive experi- 
ence hesitate to interpret the X-ray 
picture of the Jungs in a case where 
there is a question of tuberculosis. 
How can the mere technical X-ray ex- 
pert be so certain about this mean- 
ing of the vague lights and shadows 
in the negative? 

There is one form é6f tuberculosis, 


acute military tuberculosis, in which : 


the X-ray picture may settle the diag- 
nosis before the symptoms and phiysi- 
cal signs become = sufficient!y mani- 
fest. Kut even here sometimes the 
X-ray expert is overconfident—his 
picture definitely shows the small 
tubercles scattered throughout the 
lungs. But an identical picture may 
be given certain cases of broncho 
pneumonia when there certainly is 
no tuberculosis and in fact the pa- 
tient makes a prompt recovery. 

Compensating for all the errors X- 
ray evidence, or rather too great re- 
liance on it, leads to, is the enormous 
value of X-ray study of the chest in 
cases of obstinately prolonged brouchi- 
tis and especially chronic cough as- 
sociated with asthmatic symptoms in 
children—here the. X-ray negative 
sometimes reveals _ true cause of 
the trouble—a foreign body lodged in 
bronchus or lung. What is* still more 
creditable, the X-ray evidence will 
disclose the actual nature of the trou- 
ble even in cases of Jodgment of a 
peanut or a bean or a piece of tonsil 
or other object which in itself gives 
no recognizable, shaslow in the film, 
the associated alterations of the nor- 
mal shadow enable the experts to say 
that there is something obstructing 
the bronchial tube at a precise point. 
In a child a wheeze not characteris- 
tically asthmatic should always sug- 
gest the possibility of a foreign body 
in the bronchus. 

In any ease, if the question of an 
X-ray examination arises, it is sure- 
ly sensible to leave the matter to the 
judgment of one’s own physician. 


tMuch unnecessary extravagance and 


grief awaits the layman who seeks to 
obtain such examination without med- 
ical advice.

These statements and others, all 
highly complimentary to the Montana 
senator, who recently entered the con- 
test for the democratic presidential 
nomination with the support of Mce- 
Adoo and many of his followers in 
1924, are contained in a letter sent 
hy the former treusury secretary last 
Friday to John B. Elliott, of Los An- 
geles, and made public today. 

Will Take Stump. 

Mr. McAdoo said that if he were not 
detained here by his legal business, 
he would go to Califofnia for some 
speeches in Walsh’s behalf before the 
May 1 primary in which the senator 
is entered against Gov’ rno: Smith. of 
New York, and Senator Reed, of Mis- 
souri.

Caracas, Venezuela, April 9.—()—~ 
In the very heart of the Venezuelan 
capital, Miraflores palace, home of the 
president, a hattalion ef federal troops 
took up arms in the dark hours of 
Saturday morning against the govern- 
ment, ‘The mutineers were headed by 
Captain Rafael Alvarado and Lieuten- 
ant rrios, 

At the moment of the rising Captain 
Ramon Gonzales, who remained loyal, 
was killed, and Colonel Anibal Gar- 
cia, subcommandant of the garrison, 
who also opposed the trajtors, was 
mortally wounded. 

The mutinous soldiers then proceed- 
ed to the San Carlos barracks, in 
the northern section of the city, to 
seize large quantities. of arms and 
munitions stored there. In the mean- 
time General Lopes Contreras, com- 
manding the Caracas. forees, learned 
of the revolt and took immediate steps 
fo put the barracks on a strong foot- 
ing of defense. 

The mutineers, who were accompa- 
nied by stndents of the university, 
were met with rifle fusillade, several 
of them being killed and others wound- 
el. The—loyal federal forees took 
numerous prisoners and_ administered 
a decisive defeat on the mutineers. 

Captain Alvarado was among those 
seized. He declared that Juan Pala- 
cios, a student claiming to represent 
the Federation of Students of the uni- 
versity, has promised its cooperation 
in the movement. Several] other of- 
ficers are among the prisoners.

vote @f 6 to 3 declared that it was | 
not an illegal invasion of the police 
yowers of the several states. 

sjasing federal jurisdiction on the 
constitutional authority of congress to 
raise revenue, the court in a decision 
by Chief Justice Taft declared that 
— J. Casey. a Seattle, Wash., 
lawyer. and Frank Nigro, of Kansas 
City. Mo., must serve the sentences 
imposed upon them for violating the 
provisions of the anti-narcotie act. 

Justices McReynolds, Sutherland 
and Butler, who dissented, did not 
agree among themselves in the fea- 
tures of the law which in their judg: 
ment rendered it invalid. Justice Me 
Reynolds condemned the law in_its 
entirety. while Justices Sutherland 
and Butler considered it invalid be- 
cause of certain discriminations _ it 
made in licensing the sale of narcotics.

THE DIFFERENCE. 

A few years ago, afier lowering my 
resistance by lack of sleep, writing 
ahead so & conld go on my summer 
vacation, some sort of unfriendly 
germ took advantage of me and set- 
tled in my throat, producing great 
soreness and yicious looking mem- 
branous patches on the tonsils.

Schick Test. 

Now, then, the Schick test is merely 
a test to see whether or not you are 
immune to diphtheria. More later. 

Toxin-Antitoxin. 

Toxin-antitoxin, known as t. a. t. 
in medical parlance, is a treatment 
for the prevention of diphtheria. It 
is not a test, nor is it a treatment 
for diphtheria itself. * More later. 

Diphtheria Antitoxin. 

Diphtheria antitoxin is the treuat- 
meget, and the only scientific treat- 
ment—it is an immediate antidote— 
And 
it is also a treatment for its preven: 
tion in those who have been recently, 
or are heing exposed to the disease. 
as nurses and doctors and those who 
are caring for cases. Tlie t. a. t. is 
also a preventive treatment, as I told 
you, but it takes a much longer time 
for the patient’s own cells to develop 
the resistance or anti-bodies against 
the «isease, and in these cases de- 
fense is needed right away. 

Now I will tell you something about 
diphtheria; then you will understand 


more fully. 
Diphtheria. 

Diphtheria is 4 very serious disease. 
oftentimes fatal unless the antitoxin 
is given very soon. It is caused bv a 
germ known as the Klebs-Loeffler ba- 
cillus, after the discoverers. When 
this germ settles on the throat of a 
susceptible victim, 
fins ‘to multiply. As germs reproduce 
themselves by dividing every 20 min-

If the patient recovers, it he- 
cause his body has manufactured a 
defense or antitoxin which neutral- 
izes the toxin. But do you dare risk 
waiting for that? 

Schick Test. 

Now we'll come back to the Schick 
test. This test consists simply of an 
injection of a tiny bit of the diph- 
theria poison—not the germs them- 
selyes—into the skin of the forearm. 
If you are naturally immune to diph- 
theria, you have an antitoxin already
